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- Slopers. close a door that opened 126 years ago

The city’s oldest insurance agency, C.W. Slo- 

per and Sons, established in 1854, closes its 
doors today as Roger B. Sloper reluctantly re- 
tires. 
- “T-don’t want to, but my health won’t let me 
keep on,’’ Sloper said yesterday afternoon as 
he and his wife, Mildred, reminisced and 
cleaned up lodse ends in their second-floor of- 
fice overlooking Park:Square. 

‘Sloper, 59, who. underwent open-heart surgery 


11 years ago, has been cutting back on activi- 


ties that included senior circuit ski racing up 
till*five or six years ago. He still runs a car 
every winter in the ice trials on Pontoosuc 
Lake. He won-first place in one category in the 
last races and took second in another. 

Sloper has sold the business to: Stevenson & 
Co., 34 North St.,.which counts itself as the sec- 
ond oldest insurance agency here, having 
opened in 1867. Stevenson now will service the 
policies sold by Sloper. 

A relative started Sloper’s agency, which 
then was taken over by his grandfather, 
Charles W. Sloper, in 1884. He named it C.W. 
Sloper and Sons, in the expectation that his 
boys, Archie and Harry, would join him in the 


firm. Archie, who was Roger Sloper’s father, > 


did, but Harry did not make it his career. 

Explaining why the family business was clos- 
ing after 126 years, Sloper said, ‘“My son, Ed- 
ward, was never interested, and I wasn’t going 
to twist his arm.” The Slopers’ daughter, Pam- 
ela Ferrigno, lives in Southwich. 

The centerpiece of the office, in which Mrs. 
Sloper has worked side by side with her hus- 
band for 25 years, is a large, custom-made 
safe. It is crammed with built-in drawers and 
cubbyholes. The safe was built about 70 years 
ago to Archie Sloper’s specifications by Cary 
Safe Co. of Buffalo. 

Wedged in between the drawers were writing 
boards that pulled out. They were just the right 
height for the 6-foot Archie Sloper to write com- 
fortably while standing. Roger Sloper, several 
inches shorter than his father, says they were 
always too high for him. 

“When the office moved from North Street to 
the building housing Haddad’s carpet store, the 
large. and heavy safe was hauled up the flight 
of-stairs by a three-man crew using a block and 
tackle. 

‘They got it to the top. of the stairs and the 


tackle broke,” Sloper said. ‘‘The safe slid down 
the stairs, out the door and out onto the 


street . ..The guy in charge came up to me - 
and said , q quit,’.” 

Sloper hired a crane to lift it in through a 
window. He’s now pondering the problems of 
getting it out. 


Not the largest or most aggressive insurance 


agency. in town, C.W. Sloper and Sons has 
many loyal clients and a number of them were 
Calling yesterday, at least one in tears, to wish 
the Slopers good luck. Some families that were 
his grandfather’s clients still are doing busi- 
hess with the company, Sloper said. 

Sloper first went to work in the business in 
1941 but left to serve four years in World War 
II. He rejoined in 1946. By that time, his father 
was moving into other things and Sloper bought 
the business. His father was the state’s com- 
missioner of conservation in the-mid-1940s and 


later became Pittsfield’s commissioner of pub- 


lic works. | 
Sloper has been a member of the city Park 
Commission since the Butler administration. 
Hé is past president of the Lions Club, -the 
County Board of Realtors,- and the Pittsfield 


Association. of Independent Insurance Agents. 


He is also past chairman of the Winter Sperts 
Committee. 

He has been .a race official and.timer for 
more ski competitions than he would care:to re- 
member and has been in a lot of races himself.

As the Department of Parks and Recre- 
ation begins to assemble an army of vol- 
unteers to salvage playground programs 
hit by Proposition 244, it is fitting that an 
experienced volunteer has been tapped to 
marshal the troops. 

Paula J. Virgilio, 33, the first woman 
ever elected chairman of the Park Com- 
mission, is a longtime volunteer who al- 
ways has been anxious to “get involved.” 

But an associate says she has another

is good stead. a 
_ “There’s one quality she’s exemplified 


’ in ther two years on the commission,’ 
‘outgoing Chairman Clifford J. Nilan says. 


“She’s a fighter. When she gets some- 
thing in her mind, she goes after it, but in 
a nice way without offending anyone.’ 


It was no accident that Mrs. Virgilio 
was appointed to the Park Commission in 
February 1979 to-fill the unexpired term 
of Diane S. Climo, who had resigned. 
When she read that former Mayor Paul 
E. Brindle III was being urged to replace 
Ms. Climo with another woman, Mrs. Vir- 
gilio called Ms. Climo, Nilan, her ward 
councilor, Norman W. Cheever, and P.

“It’s all right for municipal- 
ities to cut their budgets, but 
when pennies are pinched to an 
extent that means less opportu- 
nity for our children to get the 
right start in the world, econ- 
omy is carried fo a point that 
makes it almost a crime.”

Carmody, a popular longtime 
coach and playground super- 
visor, 

The quotation appeared in The 


Berkshire Eagle June 27, 1932, 


during the Depression. 

“History repeats itself,” said 
Hebert, who made a photocopy 
of the Carmody article and indi: 


-Cated that he would incorporate 


it in his pitch for volunteers to 
help take up the slack. ;

this summer, compared to the 42 
who staffed the parks last year. 

Two each will be assigned to 
Allen Heights, the First Street 
Common, Clapp Deming, Leba- 
non, Sackett and Wahconah. The 
other two will be in charge of 
arts and crafts and sports coor- 
dinators, and will serve.as alter- 
nate playground leaders, 

The playgrounds will be open 
for eight weeks, from June 22 to 
Aug. 14, compared to last year’s 
seven-week schedule.

But let’s keep our perspective. about 
this thing. Baseball isn’t coming to an 
end. It’s just that the major league play- 
ers won't be around for a while. And 
frankly, my dear, I don’t give a damn. 

All across the nation last night, the 
games went on as scheduled. I’m sure 
that, from Maine to California, there 
were people playing some level of base- 
ball. 


At the Brown Street Little League Field 
in Pittsfield, for instance, it was business 
as usual. One could still hear the solid 
“ping” of the bat (the ‘crack’? went out 
when aluminum bats came in a few years 
back). And there was still the usual in- 
field chatter: “C’mon, babe. . . hum it 
in there, babe . . . no hitter up there, no 
hitter.”’ :

A few years ago, Little Leaguers may 
have worshiped major league stars. But 
now, with the big-leaguers on strike, all 
that is changed. All of the kids in last 
night’s game had definite Opinions on 
the strike, and not many of them sided 
with the players, 


Chris Gould, the 12-year-old third base- 
man for Dave’s Sporting Goods, didn’t 
mince any words. ‘

Other players offered a little different 
insight. | 

“T think the strike is sad because I like 
it [baseball],’”’ answered 10-year-old Mike 
Penna of the Police Department. And

cerned about the future of the sport. “I 
think the strike is terrible because people 
might lose interest in it,” he replied. 


still another player, 9-year-old Richard 
Manning of the Police, seemed to ques- 
tion the players’ logic in walking out. “I 
think it is dumb because they don’t get 
paid on strike,”’ he said.

Most of the youngsters agreed the play- 
ers are just a might overpaid. As 12-year- 
old Bill Derby of Police put it, after all, 
“they’re just playing ball.”

They 
don’t earn a lot of it.” 


But Mark Nykorchuk, another Police

the major leagues I would ask for a mil- 
lion, too.”

John Salvie of Dave’s said he would g0 
for “$1% million a year,” but his team- 
mate, 12-year-old Eric Kickery, said he 
would play for a mere $24,000 per season. 

Two other Dave’s Sporting Goods play- 
ers said they would play just a little bit 
cheaper. Ten-year-old Todd Hould would 
sign up for “$900 a year,” and 11-year-old 
Russell Gates said he would ask for just:

Nichols said a player’s salary should 
directly relate to his performance. “If 
you are good, you should get paid a lot,” 
he replied.

Codtitm Sab.pitch qentues 
proposes to lease facility

“The old city landfill behind the in- 
cinerator on East Street could come 
alive with the sound of softballs 
pinging off aluminum bats by next 
Spring, provided. a new proposal by 
the Berkshire County © Slow-Pitch 
Softball Association is carried 
through to fruition. 

The league is proposing to lease 
the facility from the city, which has 
built backstops and started a three- 
| field complex at the site. But fund- 
ing for the project was a casualty of 
Proposition 248, and the county soft- 
ball league may be aie to pick 
up where the city left off. 


Meeting slated Tuesday. 


League officers have scheduled a 
meeting Tuesday night at 7 at 
Springside House, 874 North St., to 
present the proposal to members. If 
league members seem willing, the 
league will propose the lease ar- 
rangement to the Park Commission 
at its Sept. 14 meeting and later to 
the City Council. 


The 17-team county league cur- 
rently uses Lakewood Field in Pitts- 
field and two fields at the Bible 
Speaks in Lenox. But Jeague officers 
said at least 10 new teams have ex- 


pressed interest in joining the’ 


league, “and fhe schedule» would 
make it impossible to use just Lake- 
wood. and the two in Lenox,’’ league 
treasurer Jim Bridges of Pittsfield 
Said.

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On top of that, the Lakewood sec- 
tion would be tickled pink to get rid 
of its noisy neighbor. 

“The neighborhood wants-us out, 
No. 1,” Bridges said. ‘‘The parking 
is totally inadequate. The lighting is 
totally inadequate, and there’s no 
way the neighborhood will let us put 
in better lighting.” 

Department of Parks and Recrea- 
tion Superintendent Vincent Hebert 
agreed with Bridges’s assessment. 
“There have been many requests to 
reduce our program in Lakewood 
because. of the congested conditions 
in the neighborhood.”’ 

Hebert said the Park Commission, 
wary of the department’s reduced 
budget in the wake of Proposition 
2%, would be willing to go along 
with a proposal to lease the East 
Street property to the league. 

“And I see no reason it can’t be 
ready for the spring,’ Hebert said, 


as long as all the necessary steps go. 


smoothly. 


The East Street site is still very 
rough, despite last year’s first seed- 
ing and the construction of the three 
backstops early this year. The skin 
(solid dirt) infield on all three fields 


‘is rock-hard and would need a cover 





of sand and clay, according to soil 
consultant Tom Mucci of Lenox, 
who built the beautifully sroomed 
infield at the Bible Speaks A Lae 
He said the stony ‘‘crusher dust”’ in 


‘field toppings have to be worked on 


if players want to save their skin. 

The league also plans to install 
lighting (mercury lights formerly at 
Wahconah Park, now in Park De- 
partment storage), a concession 
stand with press box, bleachers, a 
parking lot, water sprinkling system 
and fences to surround all fields. 

“It would cost about $150,000 ‘to 
complete all three with union la- 


bor,’”’ Bridges said. ‘‘But I think the 
whole thing could be done for: 


$75,000 — half that if we get donated 
labor.

“The league will have to make the 
decision if we want to put in the 
work necessary for the fields. That 


means labor, fund raising, etc. And’ 
we've certainly got plumbers, car- 


penters and electricians playing in 
our league.” 

One revenue source, Bridges said, 
would be to sell advertising space 
on outfield fences.
